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THE DISTRICT ENGINEER 
HE Corps of Engineers, War Depart 
ment, has been proving itself “ 

worthy” for the past 100 vears, and has 
demanded of their officer personnel that, 
at one time or another, they prove to be 
as good “sailors” as they are Army men. 
One-third of the 46 Engineer Districts 
throughout the United States have at all 
times the tang of salt air, the continued 
maintenance of bay, gulf and ocean, and 
the tremendous responsibility of protect 
ing these waterways so that a constant 
stream of commerce from lands all over 
the world has aecess to the harbors of 
this country. 

A typical District Engineer Office is 
usually divided into three main divisions : 
Administration, Engineering and Opera 
tions. The organization of a salt-water 
district is, naturally, different from the 
civilian set-up that exists in inland dis 
tricts that have flood control and inland 
waterway maintenance as their chief 
problems. The military personnel, how 
ever, is not a radical departure, funetion 
ing in their capacities alike, 
whether inland or shoreland.,

The tools of a salt-water district are its 
dredges, or mud diggers, which move to 
new shoal areas and constantly dredge 
and discharge, dredge and discharge. <A 
typical example could be that an incom 
ing liner reports seraping at a position 
just inside the entrance to the harbor. A 
quick consultation of the charts; a plant 
ing of a buoy to warn further shipping 
from the hazard; the dispatching of the 
nearest plant capable of removing the 
sore spot; and soon the shipping chan 
nel is again free of obstruction. 

The maintenance of a harbor depends 
entirely upon its usefulness to the nation. 
The depth of the channel leading from 
the sea to the harbor or port is de 
termined by needs of the vessels that en 
ter into it and, more significantly, the 
needs of the capital ships of the Navy 
that might seek refuge in case of damage. 


To obtain this improvement and the 
funds for its maintenance, a detailed 
Statistical study is made of every con 


ceivable factor that could enter to prove 
the proposition that the channel should 
he kept clear, free, and deep. This study 
IS made daily; customs records of every 
cargo list are copied and complete vessel 
data determined, Of the millions of tons 
discharging and loading in the port, every 
pound ean be accounted for. 

The same can he said for the many 
smaller streams that are tributaries to 
the large tidal rivers on whieh the port 
IS located. Every bale of hay transported 
hetween two points on that stream : every 
bushel of oysters going to market : every 
Pleasure fisherman all have equal im 
portance in a correlated report having a 
hearing on the maintenance of the streams 
Which that commerce is found.

No More “Buying Out” of Army 

The privilese of to purchase 
their discharge from the Army prior to 
the expiration of their enlistment period 
was withdrawn this week by the War 
Department. 

The only exception to be made, it- is 
stated, is in those cases where dependences 
is the basis for the request and yet the 
dependency is not such as to fall within 
the provision of regulations which per 
mit for that reason. 

The privilege to purchase discharges 
now suspended, was extended to enlisted

men who had served a year or more in 
the Army. In computing that year of 
service for other components only Fed 


eral service was counted, The price which 
the enlisted man had to pay to “buy out” 
varied. For enlisted men in the continen 
tal United States it was S120 after one 
years’ service, 3100 after two years’ ser 
vice, and was successively reduced until 
it was only $30 for men with 11 years’ 
service, The price was higher for men 
outside the United States, 

Under other provisions of regulations 
discharges, without) purchase, may be 
vranted to enlisted men when the 
death or disability of a member of his 
family results directly in making a mem 
ber of his family actually dependent upon 
him for support. Other dependency prob 
lems were not subject to discharge except 
by “buying out.” 

Mnlisted men out” for de 
pendency when it shown that a 
state of actual destitution exists and that 
the soldier has to the extent of his oppor 
tunity and abilities made contributions 
to the support of such relatives but that 
these contributions have proved insuffi 
cient to relieve the destitution. In these

Advanced Rank Sought 
For Navy, Marine Corps 


Authority to give temporary advanced 
rank for officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps will be sought from Congress when 
that body resumes regular sessions fol 
lowing the national elections. 

Sponsor of the bill will be Representa 
tive Melvin J. Maas, of Minnesota, rank 
ing republican on the -louse Naval Af 
fairs Committee, who has remained in 
Washington this Fall working on prob 
lems concerning the Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

There seems to be litthe doubt but that 
the measure will meet with the whole 
hearted approval of the Navy Depart 
ment. Karlier this session the Navy De 
partment sponsored a bill providing that 
the rank of vice admiral be given to the 
commanders of special naval units afloat. 
This measure was introduced in the Sen 
ate as S. 3439 and in the HTlouse as HR 
S500. The Senate committee approved the 
bill and it was passed by the Senate on 
22 April. The Hlouse committee has not 
vet taken it up. It is quite likely that 
Representative Maas may move to have 
the bill which he will sponsor, giving au 
thority for temporary promotions during 
war or a national emergency, substituted 
for the Senate bill. 

During the World War the Navy had 
authority to make temporary promotions, 
but this authority was repealed when the 
Joint pay act was passed so that at pres 
ent the Department is without such au 
thority even in time of war. Under its 
authority to grant temporary promotion 
the War Department has increased its 
total of general officers to 230, while the 
Navy, also undergoing an expansion pro 
rram, has a total of SS flag oflicers, 68 of 
whom are in the regular line of the Navy,

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Press Demands Chairman, More Power for National Defense Commission 


With but a scattered dissent here and there, the nation’s press waxes emphatic in 
its demand that the National Defense Advisory Commission be given real power, a 
chairman (with William S. Knudsen as favorite son), and freedom from red tape and 
interference by other governmental agencies, 

States the St. Louis, Mo., Globe-Democrat (1), “Clashes have already occurred 
between the Treasury Department and NDAC over tax schedules, and between NDAC 
and Attorney General Arnold over antitrust prosecution. Other conflicts are said to 
be cooking. It has even been suggested New Dealers are grooming Henderson for 
chairman of the Defense Commission. Incredible as that sounds, it would be little 
more fantastic than other appointments hatched by the President's coterie of political 
power grabbers, Beside such members of the commission as William S. Knudsen and 
Edward R. Stettinius, jr... .. Leow Henderson is a featherweight.” 

“The President's Dayton address on hemispheric defense,” saws the Cincinnati, 
Ohio, Timesx-Star (1), “was intended to hearten the chiefs of other New World re 
publics and hurl defiance at the chiefs of the Old World dictatorships. There was 
only one way to do this and he muffed it. Instead of all those words, just suppose he 
had uttered this one sentence: “lo show that we mean what we say that we mean, I 
have named Knudsen as chairman of the National Defense Commission and am asking 
Congress to grant it plenary powers’.””

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Service Widows as Hostesses 

From many quarters this week came 
endorsements of the editorial published 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of 26 
Oct. urging that widows of service per- 
sonnel be given preference in the appoint- 
ment of 99 hostesses to serve at 33 large 
camps throughout the United States. 

General Malin Craig, USA-Ret., former 
Chief of Staff of the Army, declared that 
to give preference to widows of officers 
and enlisted men would assure the ser- 
vices of Women thoroughly familiar with 
Army life and would afford dignified em- 
ployment to many whose pensions fall 
far short of providing a meager exist- 
ence. 

Also of particular interest was an en- 
dorsement of the proposal from Mrs. 
Louise G. Smedberg, president of the 
District of Columbia branch of the Army 
Relief Society. In a letter to the Editor 
of the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, Mrs. 
Smedberg said: 

“T read with much interest your fine 
editorial on the newly announced policy 
for the employment of hostesses and 
junior hostesses at the new training cen- 
ters to be set up under the War Depart- 
ment’s expansion programs. I am heart 
ily in accord with your suggestion that 
widows of service officers and enlisted 
men be given first choice by Corps Area 
Commanders. Few women in civil life 
would have the experience to understand 
and meet the soldier’s problems and help 
to keep his morale high. 

“Army life imposes restraints and dis- 
cipline which are readily interpreted by 
all service women. 

“The extra pay would be a God-send to 
our widows who so often bravely face 
life on a pitiful income,

papers, Magazines; the Army Motion Picture 
Service, which gives an hour-and-a-half show 
in most Camps every day, ordinarily chang- 
ing daily; and Recreational Reading, em- 
bracing a Library at each Camp of some 
5000 books (not educational in type); and the 
Service Clubs. 

“Service Clubs are designed as the meeting 
place for enlisted men and their relatives and 
friends who visit the camp. A library and a 
cafeteria are in the Club Building. When 
authorized, a Guest House will be adjacent 
to the Service Club and will be under the 
supervision of the Senior Hostess. There will 
be accommodations for 30 to 60 individuals. 
Guest Houses will not be elaborate; they will 
be comfortable. 

“The Senior Hostess supervises the Service 
Club and the Guest House, and all activities 
concerned with them. One Junior Hostess 
will be responsible for the housekeeping ae- 
tivities connected with the Cafeteria and the 
Guest House. The other Junior Hostess will 
handle the Social aspect of the Service Club.

Soldiers’ Home Deductions 

The Judge Advocate General of the 
Army has ruled that no deductions need 
be made from the pay of warrant officers 
or enlisted men of the National Guard as 
contributions toward the maintenance of 
the United States Soldiers’ Home. This 
does not affect the 25-cent-per-month de- 
duction required to be made from the pay 
of the Regular Army warrant officers or 
enlisted men toward the Home's support. 

The ruling also held that no such de- 
duction need be made from the pay of en- 
listed men of the Army of the United 
States, or selective trainees inducted into 
Federal Service. 





The Naval Reserve 


Tribute to the fine contribution which 
the Naval Reserve is making to the na- 
tional defense in this emergency was paid 
this week by Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox, in an announcement of the ways 
in which the Naval Reserve is meeting 
the demands for emergency personnel. 
Secretary Knox pointed out that the plans 
for the development and training of a 
Naval Reserve started after the World 
War, to provide additional personnel for 
the Navy in time of war or national emer- 
gency. They have met the test in recent 
months as thousands of officers and men 
of the Naval Reserve have gone forward 
to active duty. They are now serving on 
nearly every type of ship of the fleet. 
“Their performance of duty,” said the 
Department’s announcement, “has in 
general been of a high order.” Since it 
became necessary to place the Organized 
Reserve on a compulsory basis, which 
was done as of 5 Oct. last, its divisions 
have gone to duty as indicated:

The local defense divisions from the 
Third, Fourth, Sixth, Seventh, Bighth, 
and Thirteenth Naval Districts will be 


mobilized for duty as vessels and housing 
facilities become available. 

The Second Division, Baltimore, sailed 
for Panama on approximately three days’ 
notice, and the Third Division, Baltimore, 
left for Guantanamo on only six days’ 
notice, Both movements indicated that 
units of the Organized Reserve can be 
depended on to function quickly in an 
emergency. 

The Navy Department indicated that 
as of 26 Oct, 2,500 Naval Reserve officers 
of all classes were on duty and 4,000 en 
listed men, not including the Fleet Re 
serve, 

The Naval Reserve has numerous proj 
ects underway at this time, giving oflicers 
and men special training, with active 
duty available for all candidates who 
volunteer upon completion of the courses. 
In most cases these special classes will 
be repeated in order to provide requisite 
personnel, 

While a great many Naval Reservists, 
both officers and men, have responded 
promptly on a voluntary basis to the call 
for their services, a number have re 
quested deferment, discharge or transfer 
to other classes for various reasons. The 
Navy Department is considering such 
causes on the sume basis as deferments for 
civilians under Selective Service. 

Special Boards have been established 
in the Bureau of Navigation and the oflice 
of the Major General Commandant, U. 8S. 
Marine Corps, to act on such eases for 
deferment and discharge. These boards 
are guided by the provisions of Volume 
Three of the Selective Service Regula 
tions by order of the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

In each case, the individual, himself, 
must submit an official request for defer 
ment or change of status.

Reserves to Navy Line 


Regulations to put into effect the Act 
of Congress approved 8 Oct., which au- 
thorizes the appointment to the line of 
the Navy of officers of the Naval Reserve 
who are graduates of the Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, were issued 29 
Oct. by the Navy Department. 

It was indicated that boards to select 
such graduates for permanent commis- 
sions might not be called this year since 
only a handful of eligible officers were 
on duty. 

Section 2 of the Act provides that, “All 
appointees authorized shall, on 30 
June of the calendar year in which ap- 
pointed, be less than twenty-six years of 
age, shall, on the same date, have com- 
pleted at least one year of continuous ac- 
tive duty on board ships of the Navy, 
and shall, before appointment, establish 
their moral, physical, mental, and profes- 
sional qualifications in accordance with 
such rules and regulations as the Secre 
tary of the Navy may prescribe.” 

The regulations follow : 

(a) When directed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, bourds shall be convened at the Navy 
Department for the purpose of selecting, from 
the list of recommended applicants, those 
considered best qualified for appointment to 
the line of the Navy in such numbers as the 
Secretary may deem necessary to meet the 
requirements of the service, The board will 
be furnished with the record of each appli 
cant recommended for appointment as here 
inufter provided.

The Army the United States is now 
training has, to date, a total of 231 gen- 
eral officers, including the temporary pa- 
pointments made under recent legislative 
authority and the 23 National Guard gen- 
eral officers inducted into Federal Ser- 
vice.

Navy Day, 27 Oct., in addition to local 
celebrations all over the United States 
and at its naval stations in overseas terri- 
tories, was featured by nation-wide broad. 
casts of three Navy leaders—Secretary of 
the Navy Knox, Assistant Secretary 
Lewis Compton and Admiral Harold RB, 
Stark, chief of Naval Operations. 

“It is later than you think,” warned 
Secretary Knox in an NBC broadcast at 
4:30 p.m. “We cannot pause in our ur- 
gent emergency defense armament pro- 
gram. The tide of victory turns swiftly. 
We have no time for parlor speculation on 
probability of war. We must be pre- 
pared,” 

Mr. Compton, broadcasting earlier over 
a MBS hookup, reviewed progress made 
in expansion of the fleet and air arms, 
and stated: “Our naval program is ahead 
of schedule. On this Navy Day I wish to 
pay tribute for devotion to duty, for the 
long hours and hard work of the officers, 
enlisted and civilian personnel of our 
naval establishment, to thank industry 
and labor for their splendid cooperation in 
this vast program in meeting all our re- 
quirements and urge the continued sup- 
port of the American people. All elements 
point to success along the difficult road 
that leads us ever forward. The Ameri- 
can Navy will continue through coordi- 
nated effort in its tradition of victory.” 

Admiral Stark, in a short talk over a 
CBS network, declared, “There is little 
point in speaking at length today on the 
need to keep our Navy strong. On that 
score, the present international situation 
speaks for itself. ... I violate no confi- 
dence when I tell you we must consider 
the possibility of simultaneous attacks 
on either or both oceans.”

service in a duty of great responsibility.”

He 
then served two years in charge of the Brook- 
lyn Fleet Supply Base and on 20 April 1983 
was appointed paymaster general and chief 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, In 
November 1983 he was given additional duty 
as director of procurement for the Treasury 
Department. In August 1935 he was relieved 
of his Navy duties to give full time to his 
Treasury job. 


Six Blimps to be Built 

Award of contract to Goodyear Rub- 
ber Company, Akron, Ohio, for construe- 
tion of six non-rigid airships at a total 
cost of $1,324,000, was announced this 
week by Secretary of the Navy Knox.

Penn vs. Navy 
Franklin Field: Parade of Midshipmen 1:15 
Kick-Off 2:00, 2 Nov. 

Three intercepted passes and a fumble 
wrecked Navy against Penn last season 
to a score of 13-6. The same Penn opera- 
tives who turned the tide against Navy 
are still available at Penn this season. 

Navy Coach Ray Swartz, scouting 
Penn this season, states that Navy will 
have to play a perfect game to beat the 
superior manpower of the big Red and 
Blue team. One Navy mistake and the 
game is gone. 

Statistically Penn stands second in the 
nation in yards gained against oppo- 
nents. By the same measuring stick, 
Navy is second in America defensively 
based on lowest average gain per oppo- 
nent against the Midshipmen. This rat- 
ing was made before the Navy-Yale game 
last Saturday. By allowing Yale only 14 
yards rushing all afternoon, Navy’s posi- 
tion should be improved a little. Against 
Yale’s better than average air attack, 
Navy gave only eight yards to the Eli air 
forces. Despite this fine record, it should 
be noted that two former Navy oppo- 
nents, Princeton and Yale, owe Penn 25 
yards from scrimmage .. . losing more 
than they gained. 

Observers anticipate that Francis X. 
Reagan, Penn versatile left half, will be 
the best back on the field Saturday. He 
is far more experienced than Navy’s Bill 
Busik and probably holds an edge in 
punting. Last Saturday there was a 
great duel between Michigan’s Tom Har- 
mon and Penn’s Reagan—the latter listed 
as experiencing an off day. This Satur- 
day Navy’s ace, all-around back Bill 
Busik will try to rival Reagan’s per- 
formances. 

It is considered that Penn has an edge 
in power in ground attack but that 
Navy’s air offensive is somewhat better. 
Penn holds a decided advantage in punt- 
ing. Against similar type opponents 
Penn has been a much higher scoring 
team than Navy, but Navy has granted 
fewer touchdowns. Navy is still in the 


undefeated column—Penn dropped out 
Saturday at the hands of powerful 
Michigan. 


Penn is a plunging, spinning team with 
exceptional speed on end sweeps. Navy 
in contrast with this, has unusual decep- 
tion mixed with effective passing and 
power thrusts. 

Penn is Navy’s oldest major opponent, 
the series beginning in 1888 with a 20-9 
Penn victory. The series stands: Won by 
Penn 138, won by Navy 9, ties 2. Navy 
and Penn played a 0-0 tie in 1988, with 
Penn victor last season 13-6.

THE HUNDRED TILOUSAND dollar tire which coursed through the Munitions 
building In Washington this week, damaging and endangering files and documents 
vital to the smooth functioning of the National Defense machine and its expansion 
program, may be laid directly to the failure to provide the War Department with an 
adequate, tireproof building in the Nation's capital. The Munitions building, like its 
companion the Navy building, was built as a temporary building to house the expanding 
defense agencies during the World War, yet today, 28 years liter, it is still being 
patched up to perform the same functions for the Secretary of War, the General 
Staff, and some of the Arms and Services. Former Secretary Woodring was, during 
his tenure of office, most insistently advocating the erection of a modern building for 
the War Department, the construction of which has at last been undertaken, But 
in the meantime, the agencies of the War Department are spread all over Washington, 
in converted apartment houses, in borrowed office space, but mostly ino temporary 
structures of World War vintage. Yet while the defense departments have carried on 
in Makeshift quarters, fine new fireproof buildings have been built for most of the 
other executive departments. As long as the temporary buildings remain there will 
be danger of tire. It is to the credit of the Army that they refused to be slowed up 
by the tire which swept through their otlices. By noon the day after the tire the 
Signal Intelligence Service was operating. Despite the tire there was no serious in- 
terruption in the functioning of the Air Corps, the Adjutant General’s School, the G-2 
section of the General Staff, the Budget and Legislative branch, the Signal Corps 
Procurement planning office, the Phogostat and Blueprint room of the Quartermaster 
General, or the mimeograph room of the Quartermaster General, all of which offices 
were damaged by the fire or flooded with water.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Speculation is rife in diplomatic circles as to the consequences of 
the Italian invasion of Greece, Reports are current that Mussolini moved into the 
Peloppenesian Kingdom without pre-notification to Hitler, These can be dismissed as 
mere propaganda. There is no doubt the Axis partners are functioning as an unit, 
and that the attack upon Greece was the result of consultations between the Italian 
and German General Staffs, of full consideration of the diplomatic effect of the ac- 
tion, and of final approval by the Chiefs of State. In view of the fact that Russia 
has looked with tolerance upon the invasion, it is to be assumed she was advised 
of it in advance, Special attention is being paid to the course Bulgaria will pursue. 
German diplomacy sought to induce her to be armed but neutral, and to interfere only 
if Turkey went to the aid of the Greeks. The reward of such a policy is to be a high 
way and port to the Aegean Sea, Apparently, the Bulgarian Government, cooperating 
closely with Russia, is acting in accordance with Axis policy, and as a result Turkey 
is between two foes and, therefore, can not implement her agreement to aid Greece. 











Obviously, the objective of the conferences which Hitler has been holding with 
Petain and Franco is to clear the way for operations in the Mediterranean which 
will first block the Suez and ultimately close the Gibraltar entrance to that Sea. Ilow 
far the Vichy government can be compelled to go toward permitting the use by the 
Axis powers of what is left of its Navy, is still obscure, These conversations, however, 
would net a diplomatic gain for Hither and Mussolini if the Vichy government went 
no further than to agree that the French ships could only be used to defend French 
bases in the event of their attack by Britain. The fact that German diplomacy has 
not vet brought Spain into the war on the side of the Axis powers may be due to 
their preference that Spain shall remain dependent on Britain for such food supplies 
as are permitted to pass the British blockade until such time as the Axis powers are 
rendy to close the Gibraltar gateway to the Mediterranean by driving the British 
out of Gibraltar, 

In the Far Bast there has been a change of tone on the part of Japan; but, ap- 
parently, no change in her objectives. To dominate the Dutch East Indies, and thereby 
protect her source of oil against the day when other sources are cut off, remains 
one of the principal aims of Japanese diplomacy. Japan is well aware that the con 
trol of Singapore carries with it the control of the Far Kast. What probably would 
impress Japan far more than a friendly visit by an American squadron to Singapore 
and to Australian and New Zealand ports, would be the strengthening of Admiral 
Hart’s squadron at Manila by the dispatch of additional submarines thither and the 
acquirement by Britain of American bombing planes for the protection of Singapore. 
The announcement that the British had ordered 12,000 additional American planes 
and that the Defense Commission has been requested by the President to give fay 
orable consideration to the filling of this order, may mean that some of these planes 
us they become available will be ear-marked for Singapore. This possibility, together 
with the pressure on Washington from Manila for additional submarines and air 
planes for the protection of the Philippine Islands, is only one sign that the defense 
of American vital interests in the Far East is very much on the mind of the Wash 
ington government. 

One statement in the address of Secretary Tull before the Press Club this week 
apparently has not received the attention it merited. This was his declaration that 
progress was being made within the pattern of the act of Tlavana toward increas 
ing the defenses of all the Americas. Instead of attempting to lease for the use of 
the United States additional naval and air bases in Central and South America, if 
is now learned that the diplomatic conversations in progress are directed toward 
encouraging cooperation between the Americas in the development by the various Re- 
publics of their own bases, with such assistance as they may require from the United 
States. Under such an arrangement, these bases would be available for the use of 
any or all of the Americas, including the United States, to meet the needs of hemis- 
phere defense, 


Naval Engineering Corps—The Bureau of Navigation has established an elective 
correspondence course in operating naval engineering to be administered at the Post- 
graduate School, U. S. Naval Academy. Lieutenant commanders, senior and junior 
lieutenants of the regular Navy, and lieutenant commanders, senior and junior lieu- 
tenants of the Naval Reserve on active duty afloat, desiring to do so, are eligible for 
enrollment by correspondence, via the commanding oflicer, direct to the Postgraduate 
School. The course is based upon the Manual of Engineering Instructions and service 
publications, augmented by manufacturers’ pamphlets. It is divided into twelve as- 
signments, with 50-75 questions under each assignment to be answered by the student. 
The assignments are further supplemented by problems and practical work. The 
course is devised so that the books carried in any ship's library will be sutlicient to 
complete the assignment. Where books are not available, any standard textbook on 
Engineering may be substituted. The assignments should be completed in 12 months, 
although less time may be taken if desired, 

Upon satisfactory completion of the course, the student will be given a certificate 
which will be forwarded to him through the Bureau of Navigation, where an entry 
will be made in his record. The Navy Register or Naval Reserve Register will also 
carry a note to the effect that this course has been completed. In addition, for officers 
of the regular Navy, the certificate of completion will be accepted as evidence of 
qualification in Marine Engineering and Electrical Engineering, and will exempt such 
officers from examinations in subjects listed in General Order 48 (i) and (j), (1-4, 
inclusive), pages 87 and 88, on the next promotion. In the case of Naval Reserve ofli- 
cers, the certificate of completion will be accepted as evidence of qualification in 
Marine Kngineering and Electrical Engineering, and will qualify them for engineering 
designations and will exempt such oflicers from examination in engineering subjects 
listed in Bureau of Navigation Manual, Article 11-3604(2) (b), on their next promotion. 
Million Under Arms—The estimated total of officers and men in the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and all their reserve components on 28 Feb. 1941 will be 1,146,277, ex- 
elusive of any trainees who may be inducted under the Selective Service Act. This 
total was published by Selective Service Headquarters as the basis upon which credits 
will be given the States against their draft quotas. As announced to the National 
Guard Association last week, the total of 1,146,277 was obtained by adding to present 
strengths the estimated number of voluntary enlistments which will be made in each 
cemponent before 28 Feb, 1941. On that date the estimated strength of the Regular 





Army and all reserve components, including the National Guard, will be 783,221. The 
estimated strength of the Navy, with all reserves, will be 294,467. The strength of the 
Marine Corps and its reserves will be 68,589, 

This total was computed and then broken down to show the States contributing 
the men, in order that each State may be given credit against its quota for men already 
in the Services. Any further breakdown than by States is not contemplated because 
of many arbitrary factors entering into the source of enlistments. The States them 
selves must apply credits and apportion quotas to their subdivisions. 

Selective Service Headquarters, moreover, does not contemplate giving identifica 
tion cards to men not required to register for service because of membership in sony 
component of the Service. It is up to the component to which the individual belongs 
to do this, Brig. Gen. Lewis Hershey, executive for the Selective Service System, 
stated last week, since they have membership rolls available. Several adjutants 
general attending the association meeting revealed that they had supplied or were 
supplying such identification cards to the members of their National Guard. 


Army Remount Service—The headquarters of the remount area in the Bighth 
Corps area has been changed from Ft. Worth, Tex., to San Angelo, Tex. The chang 
was authorized in War Department Circular 117, issued this week. The Ft. Wort} 
headquarters were closed on 31 Oct., and the San Angelo headquarters were opened 
1] Noy. San Angelo is northwest of San Antonio, Lt. Col. Marion I. Voorhis, QMC, Usj 
commands the headquarters, which covers the states of Oklahoma and Texas. 
Army, Navy Buy Ships—When the Army and the Navy complete their current pro 
grams of acquiring merchant vessels for services of supply, a total of 63 ships will 
have been withdrawn from commercial operation or laid-up for use by the two services 
This figure does not include the dozens of small trawlers and yachts being bought by 
the Navy for use as mine layers, mine sweepers or patrol vessels. 

The Army’s share of this program is 10 ships-——all of large size and all being a 
quired from the Maritime Commission with the exception of two freighters on bare 
boat charter for service between San Francisco and Alaskan ports. These vessels 
are the ex-Alaska packer ships Chirikoff and Etolin, each about 7,000 deadweight 
tons. Both of these vessels are now in service. Also in service are the Liberty and 
the Waukegon, borrowed from the Maritime Commission and recently put into service 
as freight transports. Both vessels were in lay-up, but until the war, had been operated 
to Europe for the Maritime Commission by agents. The Maritime Commission is now 
out of the shipping business, however. 

Three more laid-up freighters are also being obtained by the Army from th 
Maritime Commission the Edenton, West Corum and West Segovia-——recently rm 
conditioned with a group of other laid-up vessels for possible emergency use. The 
War Department has also borrowed and is now reconditioning in Baltimore the old 
coal-burning passenger liner Amerika, There is some conjecture as to the use to whic 
this old vessel will be put, and there are hints that she may serve not only to transport 
a dlarge body of troops where needed, but to serve as a barracks when the destination 
is reached. The other two vessels in the Army’s acquisition program are also passenger 
liners, but of a more modern type. One is the President Roosevelt, until the beginning 
of the war United States Lines’ third biggest vessel on the North European run, but 
later put into cruise service to Bermuda. She is now being bought from her owners 
Negotiations are also underway for the purchase of the former American Mail Liner 

Jefferson, Both the Roosevelt and the Jefferson are what shipping mei 
o's, or members of a group of passenger vessels averaging slightly under 53 
feet in length. Other members of this group are the Army transports America) 
Legion, Hunter Liggett and Leonard Wood, acquired last year. In addition to thes 
ten vessels, the Army will eventually get two others, for contract was awarded by 
the Maritime Commission last week to Seattle-Tacoma Shipbuilding Corporation for 
construction of two C-3 type vessels as Army transports—incidentally, the first trans 
ports ever to be built to Army designs. Each vessel, though embodying the general (- 
design, will be constructed to carry about 1,125 men and 200 officers. Cost of con 
struction, exclusive of conversion to transport use, will be $2,990,000 for each vessel. 

On the Navy side, the department has already acquired 40 of 53 auxiliaries au 
thorized to be bought, as well as 77 trawlers, yachts, and similar vessels, The numli 
acquired includes five Panama-Pacifie bought this week from United 
States Lines. These vessels, the City of Baltimore, City of Newport News, City of 
Norfolk, City of San Francisco and City of Los Angeles, at one time ran between Chest 
peake Bay ports and the United Kingdom and Germany. A number of other purchases 
both of vessels now building for the Maritime Commission and of vessels in private 
operation, were concluded this week, One result of these negotiations was to giv 
the Navy every one of the 12 high-speed tankers recently constructed, The Navy hi 
had two of these vessels, the Cimmaron and Neosho, in service for some time.

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Aerial Bombardment—tThe great weight of military opinion still insists that air 
power alone, unless accompanied by victory on land and sea, cannot cause the defeat 
of a nation in modern war, according to Lt. Col. A. M. Prentiss, CWS, USA, in an 
article appearing this week in Army Ordnance, the publication of the Army Ordnance 
Association, “This conclusion seems amply borne out by the results of recent con- 
flicts in Europe and the Far East,” he writes. But, regardless of whether air power 
js used alone or in conjunction with military and naval forces, it is almost inevitable 
that the great cities will be targets for air attack. And it seems equally clear that 
the civil population in these cities will suffer from these attacks, since it is practically 
impossible to destroy industrial establishments and other legitimate military objec- 
tives located in the cities without great injury to the surrounding population. 

“With respect to the cities,” the Army Ordnance article states, “perhaps one of 
the best answers to the menace of air attack is to make such attack militarily un 
profitable, This can be achieved by thoroughly preparing the population to resist air 
bombardments by organization, training and equipment, by evacuation of nonessen- 
tial personnel from large urban communities, and, last but not least, by the removal 
of munitions factories, public utilities, and vital manufacturing establishments from 
the cities into the country. If these steps are taken, the cities no longer will present 
strategically worth-while targets and the only effect of bombing them will be to 
terrorize the civil population. If the people are prepared for this form of warfare, 
it will not be worth the enormous expenditure of ammunition required.”

Smith, 
Roy S. Geiger and Charles ID. Barrett. All present brigadier generals are young men, 
the oldest not being due to retire until 50 June 1943.

Corps of Engineers—The War Department announced this week the establish- 
ment by the Chief of Engineers of a new District to be known as the St. Lawrence 
River District with headquarters at Massena, N. Y. This district will be engaged in 
surveys and other preliminary cugineering work on the International Rapids Section 
of the St. Lawrence River Project as directed by Executive Order No. S508 issued by 
resident Roosevelt on 16 Oct. The District Engineer will be La. Col. A.B. Jones, CK, 
and he will be assisted by Maj. Doswell Gullatt and Capt. Alden K. Sibley. The District 
Ollice was opened in Massena this week and arrangements have been made to start 
survey and core drilling operations at an early date. The District Engineer at Buffalo, 
N. Y., will continue to carry on the routine work of navigation and flood control opera 
tions on the American portions of the St. Lawrence River and the enforcement of the 
laws for the protection of navigable waters in this area, the work of the St. Lawrence 
River District being contined to the new St. Lawrence Project. The St. Lawrence 
River District will not be included in the Great Lakes Division but will report 
directly to the Chief of Engineers. 

New Medal—A China Service Medal has been authorized by the Navy Department 
to commemorate the services performed by the personnel of the Navy and Marine 
Corps during operations in China from 7 July 1987 to a date to be determined later. 
The design for this medal is now being considered by the Bureau of Navigation and no 
date has been given for its distribution. Award of this medal will be made to the 
ollicers and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps who served on shore in China 
during the period from 7 July 1937 to a date to be determined later, and to the officers 
and enlisted men who were attached to and serving on board a number of specified 
vessels between specified dates. Former members of the Navy and Marine Corps 
Whose separations from the service have been under honorable conditions and who are 
eligible for the medal may apply to the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation or the 
Major General Commandant, U.S. Marine Corps, respectively. No person is entitled 
to more than one medal for service during these operations.

Corps of Engineers—Two important changes were made in the rivers and harbors 
organization of the Corps of Engineers this week, The First and Second New Orleans 
La., Districts were consolidated, effective 1 Noy., into a single New Orleans District, 
and on 25 Oct. a river and harbor district was established at Massena, N. Y., to be 
known as the St. Lawrence River District. This district will make such further pre 
liminary investigations with respect to the development of navigation and hydro 
electric power to the International Rapids section of the St. Lawrence River as may 
he assigned. All other work in connection with the St. Lawrence River within the 
limits of the Buffalo District will continue to be conducted by that district. The dis 
trict engineer of the St. Lawrence River District will report directly to the Chief of 
Engineers, Lt. Col. Albert B. Jones, who was on duty in the Office of Chief of Engi 
neers, has been named engineer of the St. Lawrence River District. 

Consolidation of the two New Orleans Districts will leave the Second District as 
the focal point. Property, records and funds of the First New Orleans District will be 
turned over to the District Engineer of the New Orleans District who will be 
charged with all the duties of the former two districts. Lt. Col. Clark Kittrell, 


Second District engineer, has been assigned to duty as the new district engineer. Ie 
Will report with respect to all matters formerly handled by the First New Orleans 
District to the Gulf of Mexico Division Engineer, and with respect to all matters 











formerly handled by the Second District to the President of the Mississippi River 
Commission and the Lower Mississippi Valley Division.

Infantry—A special course to train Reserve officers as instructors of trainees at the 
four Infantry Replacement centers will be begun at the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, 
Gia, 13 Nov. and continued for twelve weeks. Three of the five Reserve oflicers to 
be assigned to cach company of selectees will undergo this course: the other two Re- 
serve lieutenants will be ordered from Regular Army infantry regiments with which 
they are now stationed. The Reservists—152 captains and 304 lieutenants of the 
Infantry Reserve in all will be ordered directly from their homes, to report at Ben 
ning, Wand 11 Noy. They will be available for assignment to the replacement centers 
15 Feb, at which time they will be joined by the two other Reservists for each com 
pany. 

These five Reserve officers will command a company of 250 men, 30 of whieh 
Will be enlisted men of the Regular Army drawn from infantry regiments. Some regi 
ments will furnish one such cadre, others two; and regimental commanders will be 
notified shortly, in order that they may begin special training of the cadres, which will 
be sent to the replacement centers by 15 March. Included in each cadre will be 16 
instructors —one stall sergeant, five sergeants and ten corporals—so the “drill ser 
sean” of fiction, as far as the Infantry is concerned, will be a corporal, in most cases. 

Four of these training companies will make up a battalion, commanded by a 
lieutenant colonel of the Regular Army, who will be assisted by a staff of three 
Regular and Reserve officers and eight enlisted men. Battalions in turn will be 
srouped into training units, commanded by brigadier generals, the regimental echelon 
of command being omitted. 

The course to be given the 152 captains and SOt lieutenants will, in general, be the 
usual rifle and heavy weapons company course. When the class begins 15 Noy., there 
Will be 1,160 officer students enrolled in the course at Benning. The first class of this 
rifle and heavy weapons Company course will have been graduated 5 Nov. Of the 50 
Regular Army officers and 350 Reserve otlicers of that Class, 70 officers will be retained 
for the 12-week communications course, 





Of the 528 hours of study in the officers’ rifle and heavy weapons company course, 
221 are spent on tactical principles and 20S hours on weapons of every category 
used by the Infantry, Seventy-seven hours are devoted to general subjects, and 22 
hours are reserved for special demonstrations and additional instruction as required, 

The intensive course of study for the battalion commander and staff officers 
courses now being given at the Infantry School for inducted National Guard and 
Reserve officers places most emphasis on tactical principles, 313 of the 528 hours being 
devoted to subjects under this head. Next in importance, are general subjects, 158 
hours being spent in their study. ‘Twenty-seven hours are devoted to study of weapons, 
and 2S hours are reserved for special demonstrations and additional instruction that 
may be required, 











Air Corps—The War Department announced this week that an inyproved model of 
the YRFM-1 has been delivered to the Materiel Division, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio 
This plane is a five-place Fighter produced by the Bell Aircraft Corporation, Buffalo, 
N.Y. The tirst model of this series, known as the XFM-1, was delivered to the Air 
Corps in 187, The new model, to be known as the YIEM-1A, is similar in all respects to 
previous planes of the same series, except that this plane is equipped with retractable 
tricyele-type landing gear. The design, representative of the new type modern multi 
place Fighter, is distinguished by its two liquid-cooled Allison engines, mounted with 
pusher-type propellers, Approximate weight of the YIeM-1A is 17,500 pounds. 


Cavalry——-The Third Cavalry, “Washington's Own,” at Ft. Myer, Va., will receive an 
increase in personnel in the near future, The men involved in this increase will 
come from selective service trainees from states of the Third Corps Area, which com 
prises Poennsyvivania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia and the District of 
Columbia, At present the strength of the 3d Cavalry is 650 enlisted men, The new 
strength of the regiment will be 1242 enlisted men. The GSS men required to bring the 
unit up to its new strength will be brought to Ft. Myer in two increments, The first 
group of 254 men from selectees brought into the service will find themselves “troop 
ers” of the Sd Cavalry on 1S Nov. The remaining increment of 429 men will be re 
ceived on 10 Feb, 

With its increased strength, this regiment will be organized as a nine-troop 

unit. At present it consists only of six troops, which are a headquarters and service 
troop, a machine gun troop and four rifle troops. The three new units to be created 
will comprise two additional rifle troops and a special weapons troop, The latter 
organization is made up of 50 caliber machine guns and Sl mm mortars, Housing 
facilities already exist at Ft. Myer to care for the increase which will eccur in 
November, For those men to be received in February, it will be necessary to add 
ndditional construction to the garrison. New buildings required will consist of two 
OS-man barracks, one 11S-man mess hall, a troop recreation building, a troop supply 
building, and three stables, 
Health of the Army—The Surgeon General of the Army in his monthly health 
review for the five weeks ended 31 Aug. reports that the general admission rate for 
troops in the United States was but litthe higher than that for the previous month, but 
was considerably higher than the rate for August 1939. The disease rate was in each 
cause the responsible factor, it being well above the rate for the previous month in the 
First, Third, and Sixth Corps Areas and slightly higher in the Eighth. The greatest 
decline in the disease rate occurred in the Ninth Corps Area, The rate for injury re 
mained practically the same.

Other diseases 
showed practically no change in incidence, Special diseases reported were : poliomyeli- 
tis, 3; encephalitis, 1; undulant fever, 1; and rheumatic fever, 1. There were 87 deaths 
reported during the period, $1 from disease and 56 from injury. Of those from injury, 
18 were due to airplane accidents and 14 to motor vehicles. 


Separate Air Defense—Separation of offensive and defensive elements of the Army 
Air Corps, orders for which have been issued, marks another toward the objective 
outlined when the Air Defense Command originally was set up. It is proposed to have 
under a distinct command in each area all the Army units concerned in defense 
against aerial attack, including Coast Artillery antiaircraft, Signal Warning net, 
defense airplanes, ete. This set-up in turn frees the bombers and their supporting 
planes for purely offensive operations or operations in cooperation with land troops. 

No definite word has yet come from the War Department as to the functions 
and composition of the Coastal Defense Commands. The commanding officers have 
been appointed, and it is understood that they are now studying the entire problem. 
Whether the Air Defense command will be incorporated into the new Coastal Defense 
Commands is not known. 


Air Photographie Observer—The Wright Field test pilot's knee pad, used to record 
the performance of many a new experimental airplane which afterwards became a 
famous record holder of its day, is now “on its way out,” replaced by a “silent part 
ner” which enables the test pilot to record fur more accurately the necessary data 
for each test flight. Christened the “Photographie Observer” by the Air Corps Materiel 
Division engineers who developed it, the new device enables the pilot to record in- 
stantaneously by pressure of a trigger switch, the readings from at least seven in 
struments on smaller planes, and up to as many as 15 instruments on larger planes, 
which have room for mstallation of the additional instruments. 

Essentially the device consists of a 35-millimeter motion picture camera equipped 
with a lamp house to provide uniform lighting, and an instrument panel, mounting 
instruments whose recordings are essential in calculating results of the flight test. 
The instruments duplicate those used on the pilot’s instrument board, and may in 
clude also special gauges and meters for additional test data. 

Ever since the early 1920's at old MeCook Field, here at Dayton, the predecessor 
ef the present Air Corps experimental and development center at Wright Field, a 
standard form of flight testing new planes has been used by the Army, and has been 
largely adopted by airplane manufacturers as well. Until the “photographie ob 
server’ came along, however, the test pilot, when he was flying a single-place plane, 
had to read his instrument recordings and jot them down on a knee pad, strapped 
on his leg. Of course, if a larger plane was being tested, an engineer observer could 
ge along and write down the instrument readings, but even here the possibility of 
human error entered in, and by the time the observer or pilot had written down one 
dial reading another dial might have changed materially, so that the comparison 
between oll temperature gauge, tachometer, altimeter, and other instruments, might 
give a false conclusion. 

Development of higher and higher speeds and more complex instrument panels 
made the hand recording more and more laborious, while at the same time the test 
pilot had more functions to perform in actually flying the ship. Use of a camera to 
record the dial readings was a natural development of these drawbacks to the knee- 
pad system, but the present device, weighing only 35 pounds in all, did not come about 
all in one step. At first the flight test engineers trained the camera on the test pilot's 
instruments, but it was found that the light for photographing the instruments could 
not be maintained on a uniform basis without obstructing the pilot's view of the in 
struments, and he had to see them to tly the plane. Then, too, the instruments were 
seattered about the pilot's panel in positions where the camera could not simul 
tuneously include all of them in its field. The first photographic observer could record 
only four instrument dials at a time. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey—Rear Adm. L. ©. Colbert, Director of the U.S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, announces the award of contracts for the construction of two 
new survey vessels to replace two over-age units. Contract for the main survey ship 
Pathfinder was awarded to the Lake Washington Shipyards, Houghton, Wash., under 
negotiated agreement for a fixed price of $1,219,000 plus an additional reserve not 
to exceed $48,000 to cover any increases in labor and material costs. The contract 
for the auxiliary survey vessel was awarded to 8S. KE, Sagstad of Seattle, Wash., for 
$149,990, the lowest bid submitted. These new vessels will augment the fleet of 
survey vessels engaged in charting unsurveyed waters of the Alaska Peninsula and 
the Aleutian Islands, 

The magnitude of this difficult and hazardous project, in which the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey has been engaged since 19384, of importance to commercial navig: 
tion as well as te the national defense, may be visualized when one realizes that the 
Aleutian Islands extend nearly 1,000 miles westward from the western end of the 
Alaska Peninsula and approach to within 250 miles of the islands off the Siberian 
coast. The ship Pathtinder, especially designed for survey duty in Alaska, will be of 
the following principal dimensions and power: Length overall, 229 feet 4 inches; 
Length between perpendiculars, 209 feet 4 inches; Breadth, molded, 39 feet ; Depth, 
molded to upper deck, 23 feet 6 inches; Draft (mean loud), 15 feet; Displacement 
(lounded), 1,900 tons; Shaft horsepower, 2,000; Speed at 130 r.p.m., 15 knots, and 
Cruising radius, 8,000 miles. 

A staunch hull, maximum damage stability, and dependable operation of pro 
pulsion unit, are outstanding requirements of the design. Maximum fuel and water 
cupacity, efficient stowage, and handling equipment for heavy surveying launches in 
addition to lifeboats are essential requirements. Suitable accommodations for the 
large complement required for survey operations are included, The Pathfinder will 
Ie built in accordance with the rules of and under a special survey of the American 

sureau of Shipping, and will receive the highest classification for hull, machinery, 
boilers, auxiliaries, and equipment. The vessel will also meet all requirements of the 
Burean of Marine Inspection and Navigation for safety at sea. The modern surveying 
equipment will include recording fathometers by which a continuous profile of the 
ocean bottom is traced, taut wire measuring apparatus for running deep sea traverses 
of great accuracy, and the new sono-radio buoys recently developed by the U. S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. 

The auxiliary vessel Patton, also of special design for survey duty in western 
Alaska, will be a wooden, twin screw, diesel powered vessel, of the following principal 
dimensions and power: Length overall, 88 feet; Beam molded, 21 feet: Draft (mean 
load), 7 feet 6 inches; Displacement (loaded), 161 tons; Shaft horsepower, 300; 





Speed (maximum), 10 knots, and Cruising radius, 3,000 miles. The Patton will be 
au duplicate of the KE. Lester Jones completed early in 1940, and recently returned 
to Seattle, Wash., after a successful season of survey operations in the Aleutian 
Islands. It is expected that the Pathfinder will be ready for service in the fall of 
1942 and the Patton in the fall of 1941. 


Army Flights “Around-the-Carribean”—Army fliers on duty in Panama are getting 
frequent practice in flights “around-the-Carribean” and to neighboring nations. These 
friendly visits are now being made regularly and they have the double effect of not only 
giving Air Corps pilots excellent training. But also familiarize the Latin Americans 
with our men and their capabilities. Recent flights by Panama Canal Department 
airplanes are illustrative of the nature of current training there.

The War Situation 

A new front was established in ELurope 
by Italy and Greece on 28 Oct., when 
Mussolini sent an ultimatum to Greece, 
demanding that Greece allow Fascist oc 
cupation of Greek territories and stating 
that his troops would begin to march 
within three hours if his demands were 
refused, General John Metaxas, Premier 
of Greece, accepted the ultimatum as a 
declaration of war and began necessary 
preparations to resist the Italian ad 
vance, 

Mussolini launched his attack along 
the Albanian border with the Italian 
troops in Albania, estimated at 200,000, 
Simultaneously, bombing squadrons at- 
tacked Athens, communications, airports 
and the bridge over the Corinth Canal. 
The immediate objectives of the Italians 
appear to be the port of Salonika on the 
Aegean Sea, Corfu and the other islands 
to the southward on the west coast of 
Greece, 

To oppose the Italian advance, Greece 
has an effective strength of less than 
200,000 men, inadequately equipped, a 
reserve of approximately 600,000 men, a 
navy consisting of one old cruiser, ten de 
stroyers and six submarines, and a 
negligible air force. Llowever, Greece was 
given a guarantee by Great Britain last 
year to protect her against aggression. 
Therefore, it was not unexpected that 
King George and Prime Minister Church 
hill immediately sent messages to Greece 
that Great Britain would give unlimited 
aid, both in naval action and in occupa 
tion of Greek island and mainland bases. 

The British aid and the slowness of the 
Italian advance have encouraged the 
Grecks to resist with all their resources. 
As usual, authentic reports are lacking, 
but press despatches indicate that Italian 
forces are advancing slowly, also, that 
they are carrying out bombing raids at 
Will. It is also reported Soviet planes are 
arriving in Greece which may become a 
factor in the fast developing situation in 
the Near East. 

Reports from Salonika say that British 
troops have occupied several strategic 
Greek islands. Their superior sea power, 
including their naval air arm, dominates 
the Eastern Mediterranean and in going 
to the aid of Greece it is very likely that 
Great Britain has ample force at hand 
to take care of the present situation. In 
fact, Rome gave as one reason for the 
launching of the attack that the British 
had prepared an expeditionary force in 
Kgypt to rush to occupy Crete. 

Germany is reported to have a million 
and half men in the Balkans and is rush 
ing equipment to them, No definite action 
by Russia, Turkey, Bulgaria and Yugo 
slavia has been reported. Their course of 
action will probably be determined by the 
effectiveness of the Greek resistance and 
of the British aid. This aid will depend 
ou her sea power. Recent unoflicial data 
released by the Navy Department show 
that the British Empire has 14 battle 
ships, 6 aircraft carriers, 61 cruisers, 172 
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destroyers, exclusive of destroyers re- 
ceived from the United States) and 52 
submarines ; Japan, 10 battleships, 7 air- 
craft carriers, 44 cruisers, 135 destroyers 
and 69 submarines. According to: the 
same data, Germany and Italy combined 
have 12 battleships, 1 aireraft carrier, 27 
cruisers, 167 destroyers and 217) sub 
marines. It is obvious that the combined 
naval strength of the Berlin-Rome-Toykio 
axis presents a serious problem to Great 
Britain in undertaking to support 
Gireeks on the new battle front. Both 
France and Russia have naval forces 
which also have to be considered. France 
has 1 battleship, 1 aireraft carrier, 14 
cruisers, 50 destroyers and 62 subma 
rines; Russia, 3 battleships, 1 aircraft 
earrier, 9 cruisers, 67 destroyers, and 171 
submarines, 

The potential naval strength which 
may be brought against the British Em- 
pire appears to be more formidable than 
it really is because it is widely separated 
and is untrained in acting together. 
Therefore British sea power may be able 
to help establish another active front 
against the Berlin-Rome axis on the con 
tienent of Kurope. 

While these developments were taking 


place in the Balkans and the Near East, | 


there was no material change in the Bat- 
tle of Britain and in North Africa, Mus 
solini’s North African Army is reported 
to be making futile attempts to move 
eastward, Both British and = Italian 
bombers continue their raiding operations 
with the usual reports that they have 
inflicted serious damage on air force 
buses, barracks, oil storage, supply 
dumps, ete. 

In the Battle of Britain, Nazi aircraft 
scored a signal victory in sinking the 


1248-ton liner, Mmpress of Britain, She 


was bombed 150 miles west of Lreland on 
the afternoon of 26 Oct. and was set on 
lire, Salvage operations were undertaken 
at once but while in tow she blew up and 
sank. The loss of the empress of Britain 
marked a week of the heaviest: shipping 
losses since the beginning of the war. 
The wide range of aircraft activities was 
further shown by the bombing of the 
Skoda munition factories by the Royal 
Air Force, 

In the continued struggle for mastery 
of the air in the Battle of Britain, the 
British and Nazi air forces exchange 
their usual blows, day and night, Snow 
has begun to fall over certain areas, how 
ever, the determined airmen carry on. 
There is nothing in the despatches to in 
dicate that the morale of any belligerent 
is being weakened by the bombing raids 
and the damage resulting therefrom or 
that the stalemate on the North Sea frout 
is likely to be broken in the future. 

It is interesting to note in connection 
with this air struggle that) President 
Roosevelt stated ina recent address that 
Roval Air Force was as strong as at the 
beginning of the Battle of Britain.

National Guard Resolutions 

A resume of the resolutions adopted by 
the National Guard Association of the 
United States at its conference in Wash- 
ington last week appears below. 

Sixteen resolutions were presented to 
the Association by the resolutions com- 
mittee, all of which were adopted without 
dissent. 

The resolutions were: 

Requesting that all officers of the Army of 
the United States with general staff assign- 
ments be detailed into the General Staff Corps. 

Decision to send a telegram of felicitations 
and best wishes to General of the Armies 
John J. Pershing. 

Criticising the increased severity of Army 
Regulation 40-105, “Standards of Physical Ex- 
amination for Entrance into the Regular 
Army, National Guard, and Organized Re- 
serves.” Changes No, 5 to this regulation 
changed the former sight standard from 20/200 
in each eye correctible by glasses to 20/20 in 
one eye, to 20/100 in each eye correctible by 
glasses to 20/20 in one eye and 20/30 in the 
other eye. It was asked that officers now in 
the National Guard who can pass the old test 
but not the new one be given waivers. 

Recommending the Yale University Press’ 
books and pictures “Pageant of America” be 
made available for showing in all camps and 
cantonments, 

Asking that National Selective Service 
headquarters, which now has no representa- 
tives of the National Guard, put a number of 
such officers on duty—at least one such officer 
from exch of the four Army areas. 

Recommending a “positive factual press 
policy.” This resolution and the cireum- 
stances leading to its adoptoin were printed 
in full on page 203 of the 26 Oct. issue of the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

Since battalion commanders have been ad- 
vanced from major to lieutenant colonel and 
battalion executives from captain to major, 
usking that increased rank be given medical 
and dental officers in order to reduce financial 
hardships of these officers who enter federal 
service, The resolution asked that regimental 
surgeons be given rank of lieutenant colonel, 
and regimental dentists and battalion sur- 
geons be given rank of major, 

Authorizing the executive council to take 
steps to amend the National Guard and Selee- 
tive Service Acts, the former to remove the 
limitation of one year upon the service of the 
National Guard, the latter to remove language 
giving the draftees first-line troop status 
higher than that of the Guard. 

Recommending enactment of 8. 3497, for the 
relief of disbursing officers, 

Authorizing the executive council to take 
steps to obtain legislation to equalize Na- 








tional Guard pay with that of the Regular 
Army, the resolution stating: 

“Whereas, there has developed certain in- 
equalities of pay and allowances with respect 
to the personnel of the National Guard ordered 
into the active federal service . in com- 
parison with the pay and allowances of the 
personnel of the Regular Army, and 

“Whereas, these inequalities vitally affect 
the rights of the National Guard personnel 
concerned, among which are the following— 

“No continuous service pay (longevity) for 
enlisted men, 

“No arms qualification pay for enlisted men, 

“No comutation of quarters and subsistence 
for the first three grades of noncommissioned 
officers, 

“No provision for pay of enlisted men pro- 
moted during the first four months of their 
inductive service, 

“No rental allowances for officers without 
dependents ; 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that the execu- 
tive council of the National Guard Association 
he directed to take immediate steps to have 
the proper remedial legislative action taken to 
correct all such inequalities.” 

Asking the War Department and the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau to cooperate to see that 
officers made surplus by Cavalry and other 
reorganizations be assigned to duties appro- 
priate to their grade and experience prior to 
induction; or if not so assigned, to be inducted 
in grade and so carried until absorbed. 

Ordering the officers and executive council 
to devise a plan for the War Department and 
Congress to perpetuate the National Guard 
as a component of the first line of defense 
after completion of federal service, 

Praising Maj. Gen. John F. Williams, Chief 
of the National Guard Bureau, for cooperation 
during the convention and during reorganiza- 
tion and induction of the National Guard. 

Authorizing the executive council, if it 
deems it necessary, to publish an annual for 
the association, such annual to be published 
only once, 

Asking that all physical examinations of in- 
ducted officers and men be by medical boards 
the membership of which contains at least 
oO) per cent National Guard officers. Also ask- 
ing that induction examinations be inter- 
preted as imposing no higher standards than 
heretofore required during the annual physi- 
cal exumination, Also asking that defects or 
potential defects not sufficient to impair mili- 
tary usefulness in the position to which the 
inductee is being assigned be noted to pro- 
tect the rights of officers and men and the 
government, 

Places the association on record as deerying 
the differences in treatment of National Guard 
as compared with other components of the 
Army of the United States, “and demands 
their immediate correction, and as a partner 
and a prime component pledges itself to a 
hearty and sincere cooperation in the accom- 
plishment of said primary objective’ of na- 
tional defense, 





Resignation by Reserves 


The War Department announced this 
week that Reserve Officers who were on 
extended active duty status prior to the 
passage of Public Resolution 96, 76th 
Congress on 27 Aug. 1940, or, who have 
been ordered to extended active duty 
under the provisions of Section 37a, Na- 
tional Defense Act since that date, do not 
enjoy the privilege of resigning their com- 
missions as provided in Section 8 (e) of 
Public Resolution 96, 76th Congress. 
(This Resolution, approved 27 Aug. 1940, 
authorizes the President to order into the 
active military service of the Untied 
States any or all members and units of 
any or all reserve components of the Army 
of the United States, from time to time, 
for a period of 12 consecutive months, 
with or without their consent.) 

Section 3 (e) of Resolution 96 provides : 

“Any member of any reserve component of 
the Army of the United States below the rank 
of captain who is ordered into the active mili 
tary service of the United States pursuant to 
this joint resolution, who has any person or 
persons dependent solely upon him for sup 
port, and who has no other means of support 
except the wages, salary or other compensa 
tion for personal services that he earns, may 
resign or shall be discharged upon his own 
request made within twenty days of the date 
of his entry into such active military service.” 

The privilege of resignation of commis- 
sions under this Resolution is construed 
to apply only to those Reserve Officers 
Who are ordered to duty under the pro- 
Visions of Public Resolution 96, or to 
those Reserve Officers not on active duty 
who are subject to orders under this Act. 

Resignations received from Reserve 
Officers who were on duty 27 Aug. 1940, 
or were ordered to duty subsequent to that 
date, will not be accepted without the 
specific authority of the Secretary of War 
in each instance,

San Francisco Army Construction 

Increase in the capacity of Army estab- 
lishments in the San Francisco Bay area 
by construction of temporary housing and 
other facilities to accommodate some 5,- 
000 additional enlisted men and nearly 
300 officers was announced this week at 
the headquarters of Lieutenant Genera! 
John L. DeWitt, Commanding General of 
the Ninth Corps Area, at the Presidio of 
San Francisco, Calif. 

Bids on 45 buildings, most of which will 
be located at the eastern and western ends 
of the paved runway of Crissy Field, Pre 
sidio of San Francisco, were opened Fri 
day, 25 Oct. 1940, by the Constructing 
Quartermaster, Ft. Mason. Construction 
already has begun on projects at Letter 
man General Hospital and Ft. Mason. 

Plans are under way for the erection 
of 134 buildings in the Harbor Defenses 
of San Francisco. These will include a 
20-bed hospital and 2 theatres to ac- 
commodate 1300 persons each. Construc 
tion of the Presidio buildings will start 
immediately and will be completed within 
90 days, according to the present schedule 
Construction in the other areas will fol- 
low after the respective contracts are let 
and will be brought to completion rapidly. 
Complete utilities will be installed.

Income reports from large corporations 
revealed higher profits than had been an- 
ticipated. This was notably true of the 
steel, airplane, and chemical industries. 
The prospects of a much closer election 
than had been expected a few weeks ago 
are interpreted as not without favorable 
implications for the future of business, 
There was in addition a widespread re- 
alization that the continuance of the war 
in Europe will compel the carrying out 
of the vast Hemisphere defense program 
under way, as well as the filling of ever- 
growing orders by Britain for her own 
defense. 

Outside the part of the business world 
affected by defense orders such improve- 
ment as appears is believed to be due in 
part to apprehension that the require- 
ments of the defense program and the 
application of priority orders will make it 
more and more diflicuit for domestic con- 
sumers of peace-time commodities to ob- 
tain sufficient supplies in the months 
uhead at anything like present prices, Ac- 
cording to the Iron Age, this is especially 
true in the steel trade, where “a fresh 
rush of steel orders” has followed in the 
wake of the appointment by the Goyern- 
ment of a priority board. 

Under the stimulus of increasing ex- 
penditures for hemisphere defense and 
in filling defense orders for Britain, the 
volume of industrial production for Sep- 
tember and the first two weeks of Octo- 
ber showed a sharp increase, The Fed- 
eral Reserve Bulletin for the current 
month announces # sharp increase in the 
prices of basic industrial materials. The 
output of United States Steel last week 
totaled nearly 99% of capacity, thereby 
establishing a new record for upswing. 
Chairman Ryerson of Inland Steel, de- 
clared that operations during the third 
quarter were at 101.2% of theoretical 
ingot capacity and predicted that October 
shipments had broken all past records, 
By the middle of October steel production 
had risen to 98% of capacity and was 
expected to continue steadily on the up- 
grade as more and more defense orders 
poured in from Washington and London, 

Instead of a seasonal let-down, which 
is usual at this time of year, so large 
is the volume of new orders reported by 
building materials manufacturers in re- 
cent weeks that the industry expects that 
operations will be maintained at peace 
levels through most of the current quar- 
ter. This high rate of present operations 
reflects the steady advance in private 
building under the stimulus of an increase 
of Government orders due to the require- 
ments for defense housing. 

New orders placed with manufacturers 
are reported by the Department of Com- 
merce to have reached a 1940 peak, and 
almost equal the rate of increase recorded 
a year ago. The September rate was 25% 
ahead of August. Orders for durable 
goods increased 35%. Shipments by man- 
ufacturers reached the 1{40 peak, and 
the Department reported that the rush of 
new business pushed unfilled orders 15% 
above August and almost 40% above the 
‘average for the first twelve months of the 
European war. « : 

Due to the spread of the war in Europe, 
the British Empire may soon become de- 
pendent for a larger proportion of its cur- 
rent oil requirements upon sources in this 
Hemisphere. If production in the Persian 
Gulf region, which is Britain’s only re- 
maining Near East source of supply, is 
curtailed by an extension of the war, oil 
producers in South America as well as 
in the United States should benefit sub- 
stantially. 

Already the necessity of transporting 
oil from the Persian Gulf by the longer 
route around the Cape of Good Hope, 
instead of via the Mediterranean, has re- 
sulted in an increase of Venezuelan oil 
exports; largely to England and to Can- 
ada, for refining and trans-shipment, to 
an average of about 14,500,000 barrels a 
month. 

According to news reports, officials of 





the Treasury Department are now con- 
sidering raising only 3 billion dollars of 
new money during the balance of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, instead of selling the en- 
tire 4-billion-dollar National Defense 
obligation authorized as Secretary Mor- 
genthau thought last August might be 
necessary. The reduced figure now under 
consideration is said to be due to in- 
creased revenues and a lower-than-antici- 
pated rate of spending for defense. 


Merchant Marine 

Appointment of Representative John J. 
Dempsey (D., N. Mex.) as a member of 
the United States Maritime Commission 
to fill the vacancy created by expiration 
26 Sept. of the term of Rear Adm. Henry 
A. Wiley, USN-Ret., was announced by 
President Roosevelt this week. The new 
commissioner’s nomination has not yet 
been forwarded to the Senate for con- 
firmation. 

Representative Dempsey’s third term 


in Congress will expire in January, but he | 


undobutedly will resign the legislative 
post when his nomination is confirmed. 
Representative Dempsey was born at 
Whitehaven, Pa., 22 June 1879. He was 
formerly vice president of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company, Brooklyn, N. Y. ; 
an independent oil operator; president of 
the United States Asphalt Corporation. 
Iie was appointed New Mexico NRA di- 
rector in 1933, and also served as head 
of the New Mexico housing campaign. 

Ibue to the retirement of Admiral Wiley 
who handled all matters pertaining to 
maritime training, a training division has 
been set up in the Maritime Commission, 
and Telfair Knight, a special assistant to 
the commissioners, has been named acting 
director of the division. 

British Shipyard in U. S. 

Negotiations are understood to be 
underway between the British Ministry 
of Shipping, the Department of State, the 
Maritime Commission and American 
banking interests, preparatory to con- 
struction of a huge shipyard in this coun- 
try to turn out merchant ships for Britain 
on a&@ mass production basis. The $10,000,- 
000 yard would be equipped to handle 28 
keels simultaneously, and assembling pre- 
fabricated parts, would be able to furnish 
the British with 50 ships the first year, 
and 100 ships a year thereafter. 

American banking firms are understood 
to be willing to finance construction, but 
it was said the British government, if 
necessary, would advance the needed 
capital. One obstacle in the way of the 
plan is the reported anxiety of the gov- 
ernment that the yard would not inter- 
fere with America’s supplies of skilled 
labor, materials and machine tools. 

Final choice of a site for the yard has 
not been made, but ports under consider- 
ation are Baltimore, New Orleans and 
Portland, Ore. 

British Buy Many Ships 

The Maritime Commission this week 
announced approval of sale of the freight- 
ers Duquesne and West Gambo and the 
gas yacht Dolphin II, to British interests. 
It also approved several other applica- 
tions for transfer of registry to various 
countries and disapproved application of 
United Fruit Lines for transfer (but not 
sale) of the Choluteca, Comayagua and 
Olancho to Honduran registry. The ves- 
sels were built in 1921, have a gross ton- 
nage of 2,493 and speed of 13 knots. 

A number of applications for sale and 
transfer of vessels to British registry 
were received during the week. Among 
the vessels affected are the freighters 
Pacific, West Ekonk, Oakman, Labette, 
Quistconeck, Jolee, Liberty Bell and the 
yachts Driftwood, Whim and Asatamia. 

First C-3 Comb. in Service 

The SS President Jackson, first C-3 pas- 
senger and cargo vessel to be placed in 
service was delivered at Newport News 
SB & DD Company, 25 Oct., to American 
President Lines. 

Three C-1 type freighters are sched- 
uled to be launched today. The SS Cape 
Ann is to be launched at Bethlehem’s 
Staten Island Yard, and the SS Reuben 
Tipton and SS Fred Morris will be 
launched in twin ceremonies at Federal’s 
Kearny yards.

213th CA—“First Defenders” 
HE 213th Coast Artillery AA, Penn- 
sylvania National Guard, was _ in- 
ducted into Federal service Monday, 16 
Sept. at their home stations in: Allen- 
town, Reading, Lebanon, Lancaster, Potts- 
ville, Bethlehem, and Easton, Pa. The Ad- 
vance Detail consisting of 14 officers and 
about 200 enlisted men in 50 vehicles pro- 
ceeded to Virginia Beach, Va., 20 Sept., 

bivouacing overnight at Ft. Belvoir, Va. 

The main body cleared home stations 
Monday morning, 28 Sept. and traveled 
overland over the same route arriving at 
Virginia Beach 24 Sept. 

While the documentary history of the 
“First Defenders” dates from the partici- 
pation of the “Reading Union Volunteers” 
(organized from the surviving veterans 
of the “Reading Battalion” of the Con- 
tinental Army) in General Washington’s 
suppression of the Whiskey Rebellion in 
17!4, the traditional history covers the 
period of the French and Indian War, the 
ensuing campaigns against the western 
Indians, the uprising of ’63 and the Revo- 
lution. 

Among the first troops to report for ser- 
yice in the Continental Army were two 
of the original units of the “First De- 
fenders,” the “Northampton Riflemen,” 
from Lehigh, Northampton and Salisbury 
Townships, and the “Reading Battalion 
of Riflemen” under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Nicholos Lotz, of Reading. 
tjoth these organizations became famous 
for their efliciency and loyalty of service 
and were given considerable mention in 
Thatcher’s Journal of the Revolution. The 
“Northampton Riflemen” soon became 
favorites of General Washington, who 
publicly thanked them in General Orders 
on the 9th of November 1755, for gallantry 
in the skirmish at Lerchmeres Point, near 
Boston. 

Soon after the termination of the Rev- 
olution, the surviving veterans of the 
Reading Battalion of Riflemen reorgan 
ized themselves into the Reading Wash- 
ington (Guards) Blues, and in 1794 par- 
ticipated in the suppression of the Whis- 
key Rebellion in western Pennsylvania. 
When the English War of 1812-15 com- 
menced, they offered their services and 
garrisoned the defenses of the Delaware 
which protected the City of Philadelphia, 
as a company of the Ist Regiment of 
Pennsylvania Volunteers. 

Upon the outbreak of the Mexican War, 
they again tendered their services to the 
Federal Government. The Independent 
Blues of Pottsville, which had become the 
Washington Artillerists in 1844, and the 
Reading Washington (Guards) Blues, 
Which had changed their name to the 
Reading Artillerists (Ringold Artillery) 
in 1820, were both accepted and mustered 
into the Ist and 2nd Regiments of Penn- 
sylvania Volunteer Infantry. As such they 
campaigned with Scott’s Army from the 
siege of Vera Cruz to the occupation of 
Mexico City. The names of Contreras, 
Churubusco, Molino del Rey, Chapultepec, 
Cerro Gordo, Puebla, Vera Cruz, the 
Storming of the Belin Gate, Humantli, 
Atlixco and La Pas are emblazoned on 
the military escutcheon of American his 
tory as well as on the shield and battle 
streamers on the pike of the Regimental 
Standard of the 213th Coast Artillery. At 
the storming of the Chapultepec, these 
units raised Old Glory over the palace of 
the Mexican President and a few days 
later, upon the occupation of Mexico City, 
Were the first and only American troops to 
ever haul down a foreign flag in the capital 
of a foreign nation and raise the Stars 
and Stripes triumphantly in its place. 

Upon President Lincoln’s call for 75,- 
000 troops the first to respond and reach 
Washington were four companies, com- 
prising the Washington Artillerists, the 
National Light Infantry of Pottsville, the 
Ringold Artillery (Reading Artillerists) 
of Reading, and the Allen Rifles (a con- 
Solidation of the Allen Rifles and the Jor- 
dan Artillerists of Allentown). After 
Passing through the mob at Baltimore, 
they reached the capital at 7 o’clock in 
the evening of 18 Apr. 1861, Upon arrival 
at Washington they were placed under the 
‘ommand of Major (later Major General) 
Irvin McDowell, marched to the Capitol, 
issued arms and commenced the barricad- 
ing of the building. President Lincoln 
Went to the Capitol and personally 





thanked and shook the hand of each 
soldier after stating that he had not come 
to make a speech but to give his personal 
thanks and extend the thanks of the Na- 
tion to its First Defenders. 

In addition to these four companies, 
there arrived simultaneously the Logan 
Guards of Lewistown, Pa., which brought 
the total strength of Pennsylvanians gar- 
risoning the capitol to 530 men. These 
Pennsylvanians were voted Congressional 
Medals and the thanks of Congress was 
embodied in the following resolution : 
37TH CONGRESS of the UNITED STATES 

22 July 1861, 
Resolved, That the thanks of this lLlouse 

is due and hereby tendered to the tive 

hundred and thirty soldiers from Penn 

sylvania, who passed through the mob of 

Baltimore, and reached Washington on 

the 18th of Aprii last for the defense of 

the National Capitol, 
Signed, 
GALUSHA A, GROW, 
Speaker of the Tlouse 
of Representatives, 

After three months’ service in defense 
of Washington, the companies were sent 
home and discharged, but immediately 
reorganized as units of the 25th, 96th, 
{7th and the famous 48th Pennsylvania 
Volunteer Infantry and as such served 
throughout the War with distinction. To 
day the pike of the Regimental standard 
of the 213th Coast Artillery bears bat 
tle streamers denoting the honors reaped 
by these units. Manassas, Antietam, Fred 
ericksburg, Chancellorsville, the Wilder 
ness, Spottsylvania Court Tlouse, Cold 
Harbor, Petersburg, Shenandoah and the 
campaigns in Virginia, names emblaz- 
oned in the history of the Nation and the 
World are but a few of the proofs of 
Pennsylvania’s gallantry and devotion 
to service. Several of the individual Bat 
teries of the 213th Coast Artillery have 
silver bands attached to the pikes of 
their guidions crediting them with ser- 
vice at Gettysburg, in the Peninsular 
Campaigns, Florida and Louisiana in ’64, 

After the Civil War, upon discharge, 
most of the old independent companies 
reorganized under their former designa 
tion, but in 1874 under the authority of 
General Order No, 2, Adjutant General 
of Pennsylvania, they were organized 
into the 4th Regiment Infantry VPenn- 
sylvania National Guard. 

Upon the declaration of war with Spain 
the First Defenders offered their services 
and were accepted, this time as a com 
plete Regiment. Again this old Regiment 
was the first in the Nation to be mustered 
into Federal Service. 

On 9 Jan. 1899, the Regiment was re 
instuted as the 4th Regiment Infantry, 
Pennsylvania National Guard and served 
as such through State emergencies until 
they went to the Mexican Border under 
Federal jurisdiction in 1916. 

During the World War the 4th was 
split and its units reassigned to both the 
ind and 28th Divisions of the AEE. 
The completeness and versatility of their 
military training and knowledge now 
became apparent as their new 
ments included Machine-gun Companies 
and Engineers which are essentially 
technical branches necessitating highly 
trained specialists. These units served in 
the 149th, 150th and 51st Machine-gun 
Battalions of the 42nd (Rainbow) Divi 
sion and in the 108rd Engineers, 112th 
Infantry, and the 107th, 108th and 109th 
Machine-gun tuttalions of the 28th 
(Iron) Division. They have contributed 
to the honors of the Regimental Stand 
ard of the First Defenders, battle stream 
ers which include the Champagne-Marne, 
Aisne-Marne, Oise-Aisne, St. Mihiel, 
Meuse Argonne, Champagne and Lorraine, 

In 1919, the First Defenders were re- 
organized as the Ist, 2nd and rd Separ- 
ate Battalions Infantry, Vennsylvania 
National Guard. In 1921 these Battalions 
were organized into the Ist Provisional 
Infantry Regiment and finally in 1922 
they were designated by the War De 
partment as the 215th Coast Artillery, 
Anti-aircraft. 

War Department records ascribe to the 
218th the honor of conveying more battle 
streamers on their standards than dny 
other National Guard unit listed in the 
directory—Mexican War 3, Civil War 10, 
Spanish War 1, World War 7. Total 21 
streamers.

Air Transport Industry 

How the Air Transport Industry can 
make the most effective contribution to 
national defense in this emergency was 
the subject of the address delivered at the 
annual meeting in New York this week 
of the Airtransport Association by its 
President, Col. Edgar 8. Gorrell. 

“The defense of a nation is no longer 
a matter for the exclusive concern of 
professional warriors,” said President 
Gorrell, “Defense today calls for harnes- 
sing of a nation’s entire economy in order 
to build up irresistible productive power 
in the shortest possible time. But speed 
of production depends upon speed of 
travel and communication. Time is the 
one element that is irreplaceable. To 
minimize this loss, air transportation 
makes an incalculable contribution not 
only through its passenger carrying facili- 
ties but also through its airmail service, 
Manufacturers are becoming increasing- 
ly conscious of the advantages of trans- 
porting cargo by air. The development 
of this cargo carrying business is one of 
the greatest contributions which this in- 
dustry can and must make to the na- 
tion's defense. Hardly an hour now passes 
without a government ollicial’s embarca- 
tion by air on missions of urgent im- 
portance. Many of the mistakes of the 
last war, traceable to the inability of 
military and civilian officials to handle a 
mission in person may now be avoided 
because of the speed with which air trans- 
portation can bring men face to face... . 
At a time when we must think not only in 
terms of a single continent but of an en- 
tire hemisphere and even of the entire 
globe the importance of spreading the 
airline network and of increasing the fre- 
quency of its service are obvious, ... On 
au minute's notice the airlines must be 
ready to provide necessary cargo and 
transport complement to the GHQ Air 
force, The numerous meteorological, 
radio and other air navigation facilities 
necessary to complete defense of the na- 
tion must be expanded by an extension 
of airline operations, through which these 
facilities are so largely provided, Similar- 
ly the airlines provide a school for the 
growing number of technicians required 
by aerial warfare through the training 
given to mechanics, meterologists, navi- 
gators and others. In these and many 
other contributions the industry is mak- 
ing to national defense the prime re- 
quisite is expansion,” 

The speaker pledged that the air trans- 
port industry would bend every effort so 
to order its requirements as to insure 
smooth coordination with the armed 
forces. Thus he said will the military and 
¢ivil air power of the Nation advance to- 
vether, each according to its role in the 
great plan for defending America, 





Expand Plane Facilities 
Congress may be asked soon to approve 
uo new and enlarged program of airplane 


production for defense purposes, Presi 
dent Roosevelt said yesterday. The 
President indicated that the program 


would envisage the construction of new 
plants to assist in reaching the goal of 
nO,000 fighting planes a year. His plan, 
the President said, has not reached the 
draft stage, but it is obvious that some 
such development will be necessary. 

Present production facilities, he pointed 
out, are overtaxed by current American 
and British orders, and it is obvious that 
if the United States is to provide 12,000 
more planes for Britain, new facilities will 
be necessary, 

William S. Knudsen, of the National 
Defense Advisory Commission, is working 
on a plan whereby automobile manu- 
facturers would take subcontracts for 
production of plane parts, the President 
said. This would convert airplane fac 
tories Into assembly plants. The Presi 
dent also said that the Defense Commis 
sion has not yet acted on his request that 
the new British plane order be given 
“sympathetic consideration.”

In the 15 month period ending 8 Oct. 
1940, a total of $5,591,069.00 worth of new 
construction was completed or under way 
at It. Benning, Ga. On the same date an 
additional $8 .091,000.00 worth of building 
projects on the big reservation had been 
approved but not yet started. 

This summary of new construction, 
showing a total of $8,610,006.00, was re- 
vealed in figures released Saturday by 
Col. James R. Alfonte, Post Quarter- 
master, who is directly in charge of all 
building activities. 

Most of the projects included embrace 
the erection of buildings of wood—termed 
cantonment type by the War Department 

for the shelter of new or expanding 
troop organizations assigned to It. Ben- 
ning for station. Principal of the build- 
ings of permanent character were three 
for the motor section of the Infantry 
School. These buildings, of enduring con- 
crete and steel, recently were completed at 
a cost of slightly more than $100,000.00, 

First of the cantonment type buildings 
projects, started almost a year ago, was 
for the housing of a reactivated engineer 





regiment, which later was transferred to 
another station. These buildings now 
house part of the rapidly increasing en- 
roliment of the Infantry School, for 
which purpose numerous other buildings 
now are being erected. 

Also in the completed category is most 
of the building for the 4th Division. Re- 
cently, however, the 22nd Infantry of 
that organization, now at It. McClellan, 
was ordered to Ft. Benning for station. 
Among the projects not yet under way is 
one Which will provide this regiment with 
housing in the 4th Division area, The 
largest of the projects under way but not 
completed is that for housing the Second 
Armored Division. The cost of the hun- 
dreds of buildings required for this divi- 
sion is above two and one-half million 
dollars. 

Of the construction projects approved 
but not started is one which will provide 
the post with a 1435 bed hospital. The 
wooden buildings of this project will be 
erected in an area adjacent to that of the 
permanently constructed Ft. Benning 245 
bed hospital that has been in use for a 
number of years.

SecNav Explains Reserve Call 

Secretary of the Navy Knox this week 
released for publication his reply to a 
question by Representative Millard Cald- 
well (D., Fla.) on the authority for his 
order calling the Organized Naval and 
Marine Reserves to duty. 

The point raised was that, though the 
Naval Reserve Act of 1938 authorized the 
Secretary of the Navy to call the Reserves 
to duty, the President in his executive 
order of 9 Sept. 1989 (proclaiming a na- 
tional emergency) stated that only such 
members of the Organized Naval and 
Marine Corps Reserves would be called 
as were needed and as agree voluntarily 
to serve. It was contended that further 
public proclamation of the President 
would be necessary to remove this re- 
striction self-imposed. 

Pertinent parts of Mr. Knox's letter 
to Representative Caldwell follow : 

“The President * * * has recently author 
ized the Secretary of the Navy to call the 
Organized as well as the Fleet Reserve and 
to retain on active duty for the duration of 
the emergency those aviation officers of the 
Volunteer Reserve who have not been re 
leased to inactive duty. 

“Active duty for the Merchant Marine Re 
serve and for the Volunteer Reserve, except 
for the aviation officers of the Volunteer Re 
serve who are on active duty, is still on 
voluntary basis and will continue up until 
their services are required and the President 
authorizes their call to active duty. : 

“A careful scrutiny of the Presidents 
proclamation of a national emergency and of 
his Executive Order will reveal the fact that 
nowhere in the phraseology of either does the 
term ‘limited’ occur in connection with the 
emergency proclaimed, The term ‘limited 
was coined by others and has been applied 
as descriptive of the emergency mentioned in 
the proclamation, but it was not used by the 
President. I cannot state at this time whet 
or if the Merchant Marine Reserve and other 
parts of the Volunteer Reserve than those 
mentioned ubove will be ordered to duty. The 
legal authority for such action already ¢% 
ists and, if the need for their services be 
comes sufficiently urgent, the President 
doubtless will exercise that authority in their

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Civil Relief iin 


The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief 


Act of 1940 became a part of the laws of 
the land on 17 Oct. 1940, and will remain 
in effect until 15 May, 1945. the date now 
set for the termination of the Selective 
Training and Service Ac of 1940, It super 
sedes, on 17 Oct., similar pag og of 
law which were incorporated in the Na- 
tional Guard and the Selective Service 
Act. 

‘The purpose of the act.” the War De 
partment stated in an official announce 
ment this week, “is to free persons in the 
military service from harassment and in 
jury to their civil rights during their 
term of military service and to enable 
them to devote their entire energy to the 
defense needs of the nation. Generally, the 
method of the act is to provide for ade 
quate representation of the soldier during 
his absence, or to authorize the postpone- 
ment of certain procecdings and transac 
tions until his return from military ser 
vice. There is nothing in the act which 
relieves a soldier from the actual pas 
ment of debts or other obligations which 
he may have incurred before entering the 
military service. It is only when the sol 
dier’s ability to meet his obligations ha: 
heen impaired, because of his military 
service, that relief is afforded, and this 
relief is principally against the penalties 
that would be imposed for non-payment 
of such obligations. In the traditional 
American way, the questions of the ex 
tent to which relief is afforded generally 
are left to the discretion of our courts 
of justice.” 

A brief outline of the provisions of the 
bill, as they affect the average soldier or 
selectee, was given by the War Depart 
ment as follows: 


Article 1 
General Provisions 

Sec. 101. Defines “persons in military ser 
vice,” “military service,” “active service,” “s 
tive duty.” “Persons in military service” in 
elude all members of the Army of the United 
States, the United States Navy, the Marine
